(Cantisued from Paqe 1) 
ing for t divorce she said they 
“had nothing to talk about." 
Early in 1955 she formed her 
own motion picture company in 
hopes of furthering her career. 
When that venture proved unpro­ 
ductive she accepted a role in 
"Bus Stop" and later a co-star­ 
ring role with Laurence Oliver in 
“The Prince and the Showgirl.” 
Both pictures were panned by the 
critics. 
Convinced her career was foun­ 
dering, the actress married play­ 
wright Arthur Miller June 29. 
1956. and spent almost two years 
living quietly with her husband 
in Connecticut and New York. 
She also studied at the Actors 
Studio to improve her performan­ 
ces. 
Then in 1958 she returned tri­ 
umphantly to Hollywood to star 
in her greatest success, “Some 
Like It Hot." 
Made Two Flops 
It was followed in 1960 by two 
disastrous flops, "Let's 
Make 
Love" and "The Misfits." Shortly 
after “The Misfits," her last film 
was completed she flew to Mexico 
to divorce Miller and returned to 
New York City alone. 
There she continued her acting 
studies and underwent an opera­ 
tion for removal of her gall blad­ 
der. 
At odds with 20th Century-Fox 
over projected movies, the actress 
finally agreed late last year to 
star in "Something's Got to Give” 
with Dean Martin. 
However, her inability to report 
for work caused a 52 million de­ 
lay in production which resulted in 
her dismissal from the film and 
a 5500,000 lawsuit brought by the 
studio. Martin then refused to con­ 
tinue in his role with Lee Remick 
as his oo-star, 
In addition to her mother Miss 
Monroe is survived by a half-sis­ 
ter, Mrs. Bernice Miracle of 
Gainesville, Fla. A guardian for 
the 59-year-oid mother said she 
had not been told of her daugh­ 
ter’s death.

"M y wife took 30 tablets and 
her doctors in America believe 
there is a 20 to R0 per cent chance 
that the baby would be deformed," 
said Mrs. Finkbine's husband, Ro­ 
bert. "It seems incredible that 
anyone would want us to gamble 
on these odds." 
The Finkbines flew here Sun­ 
day from Los Angeles after they 
had failed to obtain an abortion 
in Arizona and had run into trou­ 
ble getting a visa for Japan.

F R A N C E PAID UP 


American Aid to Western Europe 
Now Totals Over $93 Billions 


EDITOR S NOTE: France re­ 
cently repaid 
the last 
of its 
M arshall 
Plan 
loans—28 years 
•h ea d of the due date. The fol­ 
lowing dispatch deals with the 
origins and results of that his­ 
to ric experiment, without which 
W estern Europe might today be 
p a rt of the Communist empire.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Four­ 
teen years ago the United States 
Congress 
approved 
a 
plan 
to 
epend $12 biHion to help a pover­ 
ty-stricken and starving 
Europe 
pull itself out 
of the 
ruins of 
W orld War II. 
Surprising 
enough 
was 
that 
Congress would authorize such an 
outlay on die heels of this coun­ 
tr y ’s staggering w artim e spend­ 
ing. 
Even more surprising was the 
fact that the plan was cleared by 
the 
Republican-controlled 
80th 
Congress which was at odds with 
Democratic 
President 
Harry 
S. 
Trum an over nearly every detail 
of domestic policy. 


Led by the late Sen. Robert A. 
Taft and then Speaker Joseph W. 
M artin, the 80th Congress passed 
the 
Taft-Hartley 
labor-manage- 
m ent law 
over 
Trum an's 
veto 
and pushed through a m ajor tax 
reduction 
program 
against 
his 
wishes. They feuded over spend­ 
ing and a host of other items. 
But there was near unanimity 
emong Republican and Dem ocrat­ 
ic leaders over the need for the 
Marshall Plan, as the aid pro­ 
gram quickly becam e known. 
Only A Beginning 
Actually, as tim e has proved, 
ft was only a beginning. U. S. 
aid spread to country after coun­ 
try — some m ilitautly anti-Com­ 
munist and som e determ ined only 
to preserve their cold w ar neu­ 
trality — until it now totals some 
$93 billion. 
Some was in the form of loans. 
*ueh as the M arshall Plan cred­ 
its to F ra n "' But m ost of it was 
in direct grants. 
The 
M arshall 
Plan 
has been 
praised 
as 
an unparalleled ex­ 
perim ent in international humani- 
tartanism . It has been damned as 
■ thankless give-away of money- 
better spent a t home. 
But few 
would deny its influence on the 
course of w orld affairs. 
The pattern for the vast aid 
program was set by Gen. George 
C. M arshall, who was one of die 
principal architects of Allied vic­ 
tory in World War II as chair­ 
m an of the combined chiefs of 
staff and 
who later 
served 
as 
secretary of state under Truman 
The scholarly soldier-statesm an 
spoke for the conscience of a na­ 
tion, once known for its isolation­ 
ism, m a speech at H arvard Uni­ 
versity on June 5, 1947. While d' 
daring that Europeans must help 
themselves, he said: 
"A t this critical point in his­ 
tory, we of the United States are 
deeply conscious of ou r respons 
bilities 
tow ard 
the 
world. 
We 
knw that 
m 
this trying perid 
between a w ar that is over and 
a peace that is not yet secure 
the destitute and oppressed of the 
earth look chiefly to us for sus­ 
tenance and 
support 
until 
they 
can again face life with self-con­ 
fidence and seH-reiiance.” 


Seen As Weapon 
j m anitarianisni and self interest— 
Some in the United Stales andjCngress 10 months later in April, 
abroad 
saw 
the Marshall 
Plan 1948. authorized the spending of 
prim arily 
as a weapon against 
the postw ar surge of Communist 
influence in a broken and embit­ 
tered 
E urope. 
Marshall 
disa­ 
vowed a n y such idea. 
Again a t Harvard, in measured, 
even tones, he said: 


"Our 
policy 
is 
not 
directed 
against any country or doctrine, 
but against hunger, poverty, des­ 
peration and chaos.” 
Unquestionably 
because 
of 
a 
combination of both motives—hu- 


ble aw ards possible.

calls, it also successfully c arra s 
on an expansive program of train­ 
ing. m aintenance, fire prevention, 
and life-saving. 


This is the second year the de­ 
partm ent has asked the city for

and paid 
holidays. 
Last 
year, the Association, recognizin" 
that something must be done to halt 
the resignations of its best trained, 
most experienced men. went to the 
council for wage increases 


The tight tax dollar and the 
need of additional funds in other 
city areas, influenced the council 
in granting a $25 a month clothing 
allowance. This helped, but didn't 
solve the problem. 


Still, men kept resigning with the 
majority doing so due to the lo»- 
pay scale. A total of seven men— 
20 years experience—have been lost 
but the

efficiency 
has still been effective. City fathers 
as well as fire departm ent adminis­ 
trators recognize that 
if experi­ 
enced men continue to leave the 
department,

drop. 


"It m ust be pointed out. said 
Chief Leonesio, "that we have lost 
seven men in as m any months, and 
that it takes about a year to train 
a man to become effective in his 
job." 
Saves Tax Dollars 
Although it costs money to run a 
department, an efficient fire de 
partmenl can save thousands ol 
dollars for the taxpayer. Dy allow- 


areas, the department can make 
recommendations which will great­ 
ly lower insurance rates; by taking 
exacting care of its fire equipment, 
the fireman 
reduces, 
for 
many 
years, the replacement cost of ihe 
equipment; and by having highly 
trained men the department stands 
ready to effective^ fight a fire and 
increase property savings. 


Today, fire protection in Palm 
Springs costs 
each 
laxpayer 
a 
small 13.4 per cent of the tax dol­ 
lar, and in the projection of next 
y ear's figures this percentage will 
be reduced to 12.9 per cent.

As she was flipping through the

ceived Although it is called Shirmp 
and Rice Casserole, an unusual in­ 
gredient — pork sausage — is the 
flavor secret.

In a small amount of water, 
simmer together 2 lbs. bulk pork 
sausage. 3 large onions, chopped 
and 3 cups chopped celery. When 
well blended and the celery be 
ginning to soften, remove as much 
of the fat as possible, and pour 
mixture into a large bowl.

A Business Dedicated to Service 


The Desert Sun today starts its 36th year 
of service to Palm Springs and The Desert 
Km pire. 
It was on a hot August 5th, 1927, that 
the first issue of this newspaper appeared on 
the npvvstands and in the post office boxes in 
the desert area. There weren’t many news­ 
stands and not very many post office boxes 
here at the time. 
Number One, Volume One, of The Desert 
Sun was a small newspaper. But so was Palm 
Springs a small community. What is now a 
vast expanse of lush country clubs, fine homes, 
thriving commercial enterprises was then 
countless acres of sand and brush, great 
emptv spaces. 
It took a lot of imagination, vision, faith 
—and nerve—to launch a newspaper here 35 
years ago yesterday. It was toward the end 
of a hot summer in the days when Palm 
Springs was dormant from the dav after East­ 
er until well in November. 
That first issue was issued in a small 
community at a time when it was at its small­ 
est and in almost the middle of the season 
when the leisurely pace of that era had dip­ 
ped to its lowest point. 
But Carl Barkow and Harvpv Johnson, 
co-founders of The Desert Sun had that imag­ 
ination, vision, faith — and nerve 
Thev looked into the future and were con­ 
fident that Palm Springs and the surround­ 
ing desert area were so endowed bv nature 
that trrow'th was inevitable 
Their policy was a simple one.lt was a 
policy which has been followed and enlarged 
upon by everv administration of The Desert 
Sun to this date—service to the communitv 
(not only in presentation of news and offering 
an efficient outlet to merchants and other 
businessmen to display their wares but also 
to strive for the steady, orderly growth of 
Palm Springs, always supporting what it 
thought best for the area and calling atten­ 
tion to what it believed wrong.

merce Commission, which somewhat reluct­ 
antly has refrained from serious restrictions on 
piggybacking, has ordered a board inquiry 
into it, with a view to possible new regula­ 
tions. 
That’s all the railroads need . . . more 
regulations. If the ICC inquiry should bv 
chance come up with a simplification of 
present piggyback rules, fine. But as one 
railroad president put it, "The current pattern 
of regulation puts a premium on inefficien­ 
cy"; and more inefficiency piled on the pre­ 
sent load of antiquated laxx'S and restricted 
work rules could well be the piggvbackbreak- 
ing straw. 


Paved With Good Intentions 


WASHINGTON - Among other 
things, the New Frontier is a run­ 
ning battle between eggheads and 
hardheads, between theorv and 
practice, between abstraction and 
experience. This means that, 
whatever else one can say about 
Mr. Kennedy and his leadership, 
it is idealistic, intended to ac­ 
complish good for America, but 
sometimes, and understandably, 
is lacking in performance. 
Thrs contrast. I think, is every­ 
where, from the strangely hands- 
off invasion of Cuba, through the 
many months when we refrained 
from resuming nuclear atmos­ 
pheric tes's in hope that Russia 
would also abstain, and down into 
the dutiful but dismaying business 
of dealing with the American un­ 
derdog. 
The President and his brother, 
the Attorney General, have just 
implemented a sizable, nationwide 
program under which the Federal 
government financially aids com­ 
munities in their losing battle 
against juvenile delinquency and 
youth crime. 
Grants Aid Social Work 
Federal grants are made in ed­ 
ucational programs for the par­ 
ents (at long last) of "problem 
children.” "think” shops where 
problems of criminal children are 
discussed. 
David Hackett, one of hundreds 
of hol-eyed young zealots who 
worked for the Kennedy election, 
is executive director. Both he and 
the Attorney General have told 
me that they regard this work 
as complementary to law enforce­ 
ment, and that merely to have 
more policemen on the street will 
never corner the underworld. 
All this is to the good hut. 
almost at the same time, the Pre­ 
sident made a related appoint­ 
ment which sent a shiver through 


this town. He named Charles A. 
Horskv, a 52-year-old lawyer out 
of Dean Acheson’s iaw firm of 
Cox'ington and Burling (the incu­ 
bator of quite a brood of Fron­ 
tiersmen) to be White House Ad­ 
viser for National Capital Ar- 
fairs. Mr. Horsky brought with 
him the reputation of sincere but 
over - enthusiastic underdogism. 
Since 1955 he has been head of 
a planned housing organization 
which local members of the busi­ 
ness community regard as close 
to socialistic, and not long ago 
he was defeated for the Montgom­ 
ery County Council (Md.) as be­ 
ing undesirably radical. 
Comfort to Criminals 
Mr. Horsky roared like a lion 
into his *20,000 position.; He al­ 
most instantly gave comfort to 
the criminal elements and dismay 
to the rest of us by offering a set 
of handcuffs to shackle the Metro­ 
politan police. He is chairman of 
a three-man committee which ad­ 
vised the District Commissioners 
to put an immediate end to pol­ 
ice arrests for "investigation.” I 
read the report in Mr. Horsky’s 
office. It accepts the argument 
once made by Justice Frankfur­ 
ter lhat to investigate an un­ 
charged suspect is to deprive him 
of the privilege of not incriminat­ 
ing himself. 
This idealistic viewpoint in fine 
and dandy in books, ivory towers 
and in societies that are nothing 
at all like Washington. D C. But 
in this city of the perpetual crime 
wave it moved the Chief of Police 
to say thai its application would 
put his law enforcement troops 
"out of business.” Persons held 
for "investigation” are only about 
one per cent of the annual ar­ 
rests. but the added restriction 
on police would continue a trend 
toward something approaching a 


peace-of-mind program for the 
criminal classes. 
A violent criminal here, unlucky 
enough to be caught in the act, 
can comfort himself that he may 
get off (a) if he isn’t arraigned 
within two hours, (b) if his be­ 
haviour is manic enough to sug­ 
gest "insanily," and (c) because 
he is no longer subject to the 
mandatory death sentence for 
murder and rape 
Idealism and Practicality 
The 
District 
Commissioners 
have not yet adopted the Horsky- 
recommended restrictions on pol­ 
ice, and if they don’t do it, there 
is one man principally to be 
thanked He is Senator Robert 
Byrd (D., W. V a), whom the 
President called "terrific" in a 
private phone call to thank him 
for legislative support. 
Byrd 
strikes me as being about the 
right combination of Frontier 
idealism and practicality, in that 
he goes along with nearly all its 
aims and many of its proposals, 
but digs in his heels when the 
program approaches the chasms 
of idiocy. 
As chairman of the Senate Ap­ 
propriations subcommittee for the 
District of Columbia. Byrd has 
refused to advance the *26,9 mil­ 
lion for the Police Department 
until the Commissioners have 
shelved the Horsky proposal to 
handcuff the cops instead of the 
crooks. 
The appropriations would give 
the District 56 more policemen. 
25 more man-dog teams and add 
some civilian detectives. But Byrd 
feels that these reenforcements 
would be more than cancelled out 
by tenderizing police regulations 
for the protection of crime. 
Such is the Frontier today—a 
study of good intentions, badly 
applied.

Some very penetrating ques­ 
tions were asked of President 
Kennedy on his last week’s press 
conference, dealing primarily with 
the complex problem of an East- 
West test ban agreement. 
The President emphasized that 
any agreement must be approved 
by two-thirds of the Senate. No 
surprise agreement, detriments! 
to the interests of the U.S. could 
or would be sprung upon the 
American people. As the Presi­ 
dent pointed out we shall con­ 
tinue to insist upon on-the-spot 
inspections and there will be no 
retreat from the terms of the 
United States’ atomic test ban 
proposals. 
The change from our previous 
position is that with the recent 
findings on detection resulting 
from the Project Vela under­ 
ground nuclear tests in Nevada, 
we do not need as many on-site 
inspectors as we had previously 
demanded, although the principle 
of actual on-the-spot inspections 
will be rigorously maintained in 
the Geneva! negotiations. 
Soviets Adamant 
The Soviet Union has shown no 
signs of relenting in their refusal 
to allow any on-site inspections 
at all and this is w-here all nego­ 
tiations may come to naught: 
We insist on advance acceptance 
of the principle of international 
inspections. We hope that the 
Russians xvill be more amenable 
to our request for ’reduced’ in­ 
spections. but Ambassador Dean 
will have to be extremely patient 
as the Russians are most sensitive 
on this subject. 
There are two points which may 
have some weight: One proposal 
calls for a ban on testa causing 
radioactive fallout, i.e., tests in 
the atmosphere and under water, 
for these can be detected at great 
distances and could be supervised 
with existing facilities. Under­ 
ground tests would remain out­ 
side the ban for the time being 
and be subject to future negotia­ 
tions. The other point is Russia's 
insistence to be the ‘last’ one to 
make nuclear tesis. The Russians 
consider this to be their ‘right’ 
since the U.S. commenced nuclear 
testing. Whether this is justified 
reasoning or not is of secondary 
importance, what matters is that 


the Soviets have accepted—by 
implication — the principle of 
bringing nuclear testing to a halt 
Neutrals Favor U.S. 
Our position is gaming major 
acceptance by the neutral powera 
and international opinions many 
influence the Soviet negotiator» 
ad help bring about the xritally 
needed agreement to stop produc­ 
ing the means of world destruí 
tion. Russia has previously ac­ 
cepted the position that insoefr 
tion was a proper part of test 
detection and we hope that they 
may come back to it in the light 
of the new proposals. 
Science is marching on at such 
a pace that daily new discover,ei 
and improvements render obso­ 
lete yesterday's technology. Per­ 
haps knoxvlegde of this wilt help 
the Russians decide that control 
—even with inspection—is prefer­ 
able to facing uncontrolled meana 
of destruction. The fact that other 
nations, smaller and less impor­ 
tant ones, France, Israel and now 
Egypt, have come up with scien­ 
tific developments which may 
soon propel them into techno 
logical orbit might influence Rus­ 
sia's decisions. 
War of Nerves 
The Russians are fully axvar* 
that neither side can win a nu­ 
clear war, but either side can 
win a war of 'nerves’ and they 
a:m at winning this one at tha 
green table of diplomatic nego 
tiations as well as on the inter­ 
national scene. We are walking a 
tightrope held up by our desire 
for peace and a need for tha 
world to understand that we da 
negotiate from a position of 
strength and not of weakness. 
This is most important and most 
difficult to do, for reason is often 
misinterpreted as weakness and a 
desire for peace analyzed as an 
an approach to another ‘Munich’, 
Should an agreement be reach­ 
ed. discussion about the world's 
trouble spots, such as Berlin, 
could be carried out without a 
nuclear pistol cocked at us at tha 
slightest hitch in negotiations. 
This alone xvould be reason for 
us to hope that this round in tha 
Geneva Conference be more sue 
cessful than the frustrating pre­ 
vious ones.
